NO CURTAILMENT AT HURRICANA. 

New York. October 29. — John Sanford’s French 
stud, to which lie recently shipped several broodmares 
and the stallion Voter, is in close proximity to the 
stock farms of II. B. Duryea and George Jay Gould, 
both of whom are enthusiastic breeders of thor- 
oughbreds. The peculiar rules governing racing m 
France make it necessary for a horse to la- foaled 
in that country to be eligible for the stake races: 
and this fact probably more than any other condi- 
tion lias led to the establishment of so many 
Ae-erican breeding farms in that land. 

Mr. Sanford has no idea of giving up the lines ling 
of horses in this country. Far from it, in fact, 

flic Hurrleana Sbx-k Farm at Amsterdam. N. Y.. 
will be conducted as heretofore, and a large string 
of' broodmares and stallions will uphold the prestige 
of the Sanford name and fame. 

The Hurricana Stock Farm has been inseparably 
identified with racing in t Lis country for a score of 
'ears. The place was founded by the late Gen. 
Stephen Sanford, and was one' of his most cherished 
projects. 



Baltimore. Md., October 29.— Close finishes marked 
the racing at Laurel this afternoon. The first five 
races were marked by hard end drives and all but 
the first were won by a head or neck. A handicap 
for all ages was the program feature and the public 
•hoice was Capt. E. B. Cassatt's Spring Board, 
carrying top weight of 120 pounds. Spring Board’s 
performances have been first-class at this track, 
but his trainer, J. Simon Healy. was none too eoufi- 
Jent that his horse could carry 120 pounds and beat 
those opposed to hint today. Spring Board. Healy 
said, had never won except at a hunt meeting with 
more than 11*1 pounds up. The winner was Capt. 
I\ M. Walker's Isidora, which got home a narrow 
margin in advance of Progressive. The latter ran 
[-.long the rail in the worst going or he might have 
won. Spriug Board could never get to the front and. 
after showing a flash of speed to the head of the 
stretch, retired. 

Bachelor was much touted for the steeplechase, 
but he was put out of the running early by coming 
a cropper. Shannon River, after following the 
pace set by Ilandrunning to the turn into the main 
track, came resolutely and managed to beat Syosset 
in n hard drive. The latter three-year-old ran a 
remarkably good race. He was conceding much 
by the scale to all the other starters.

Norfolk, Va.. October 29. — Former jockey William 
Martin lias arrived at the Jamestown track with his 
entire stable, numbering 12 head. Five of them are 
Canadian-bred two-year-olds. Of the older horses, 
five will Ik- raced throughout the approaching fif- 
teen-days autumn meeting of the Jamestown Jockey 
dull, beginning on Thursday, November 13, with 
the Merchants' Selling Slakes as Hie feature. The 
Martin racers, despite all arduous campaign in 
Canada and Maryland, are nearly all in good condi- 
tion. hut ;;s Martin lias selected llie Jamestown 
track, with its mild weather conditions, as liis 
permanent wintering grounds, lie decided to rest 
while ihe Pimlico meeting is going on. He is 

located in the same bam that he occupied last 
winter. 

Martin's speedy chestnut gelding. Rye Straw, 
which showed over the Jamestown course to ad- 
vantage Iasi spring, is eligible for the inaugural 
feature, the Merchants' Selling Stakes, three -quar- 
ters of a mile. Rye Straw has only recently re- 
covered fr >m a slight indisposition. For the two 
major features of the stake program, the Moutieello 
Hotel Handicap, to be run on Saturday. November 
22. and the Thanksgiving Selling Handicap. Martin 
lias named three of liis best horses in The Hump. 
Cogs and Kayderoseros. The Rump was a frequent 
winner on the Canadian r'/euit. Though he still 
lias a sour disposition, lie is good right now and is 
likely to figure prominently in Jamestown racing, 
l ogs' was also sick at Laurel, liis temperature living 
loti at one time, but he. too, lias recovered. Kay- 
deroseros is rounding to his best form, and may 
be a starter in one of these two stakes, hut the 
other two have shown bettor than he. It is Martin’s 
intention later on to put Kayderoseros in the stud. 

Jockey Richard Watts, the Martin stable appren- 
tice rider, remained at Laurel to ride out the 
meeting, but will join the string here next week. 

tine of Martin's ideas to freshen up liis horses 
is to give them salt water baths daily. Thus the 
ordinary stable routine of this Canadian trainer is 
being varied somewhat during the present week 
and, the thoroughbreds, apparently enjoying their 
plunge to the utmost, are driven inL> the water on 
the beach adjacent to the Jamestown track twice 
daily before their rub down. 

Ilis two-year -olds, five in number, are Our Ma- 
belle. Diamond Cluster. Howard Legov, Sykesie 
and Cohourg Belle. Our Mabelle is a half-sister to 
Pandorina. winner of this year’s Kentucky Endur- 
ance Stakes and Martin may iioint her for that 
event next season. 

Mediator, in the Martin string, is a likely -looking 
prospect for winter racing, after having hail ill 
luck and being out of good condition during must of 
the summer. This horse will in all probability be 
sent to Charleston to campaign this winter, along 
with one or two of the two-year-olils of the stable. 

Martin has no yearlings this year. He is on the 
market for another two-year-old or so. and he will 
la- a purchaser of some of Xlrs. Livingston's two- 
year olds next year. These youngsters are now 
being developed at her farm in Jobstown. N. J., 
by trainer Matt Feakes and liis assistants. Mrs. 
Livingston herself expects to lie a daily attendant 
at the Jamestown races.
